Following a private post-mortem,, an 
expert is making a chemical examina- 
tion of organs from the body Qf Mrs. 
Frances Josephine Goe, 52 years old, 
Til., who died Thursday 
night at the Henrietta Hospital in East 
St. Louis,

leaving a fortune estimated 
by relatives at $500,000. 

Mrs. Goe was the wife of George W. 
Goe, 28 years old, a son of Dr. Henry S. 
Goe of 795 Aubert avenue, St. Louis. She 
had been married nesrly three years. 

The autopsy was pe.*ormed at the 
request of her uncle, Joseph fever Sr. of 
4022 North Twenty-second Street, St. 
Louis. Meyer told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday that he asked for an 
autopsy “‘to satisfy curious friends.” 

Meyer's daughter, who refused to give 
her name, said the family was not noti- 
fied until last Monday that Mrs. Goe 
was ill. The East St. Louis authorities 
say they understand Mrs. Goe’s illness 
had extended over several weeks. 

“When I got there Monday,’ the 
daughter said, “Mrs. Goe was vomiting 
at every attempt to eat and drink and 
her throat was so parched that she 
could speak only in hoarse whispers. 
She could not retain a spoonful of water 
on her stomach: 

“She was taken to the hospital Thurs- 
day and became unconscious sho1 ily aft- 
erward. After lying in a comatose state 
seven hours, she died.”’ 

Gives Typhoid as Canse, 

The nature of Mrs. Goe’s iliness was 
puzzling to physicians. They believed 
ic to be either gastritis or typhoid fever, 
and in making out a death certificate 
Dr. Walter Wilhelmj Jr., who attended 
Mrs. Goe at the hospital, gave typhoid 
as the cause of death. He said Mon- 
day, however, that a thorough post- 
mortem examination had failed to revea) 
any signs of either disease. When 
asked why he had given typhoid as the 
cause of death, Dr. Wilhelmj said: 

“I did not see Mrs. Goe until a few 
hours before she died. My diagnosis of 
typhoid was made after I had reviewed 
a history of the case as supplied by Dr. 
Goe, who had attended Mrs. Goe. It 
is customary for a physician who is 
relieved from a case to make out such 
a history for his successor and I did 
not think it necessary to go further 
back than Dr. Goe’s outline.’’ 

Chess Brings Marriage. 

The autopsy was performed Sunday 
in East St. Louis, with Dr. Goe, Dr. 
Wilhelmj and two St. Louis physicians 
in attendance. Raymond B. Hendricks, 
an East St. Louis attorney, represented 
the Meyer family. Hendricks told a re- 
porter he expected the chemical tests 
of the viscera to be completed in about 
a week. 

Mrs. Goe was Miss Frances Josephine 
Meyer, daughter of a brother of Joseph 
Meyer Sr. She and her husband became 
acquainted while Dr. Goe was practic- 
ing medicine in Caseyville. Young Goe 
had just. been honorably discharged 
from the navy. A mutual love of chess 
is said to have brought about their 
courtship and marriage. 

Dr. Goe, when seen by a reporter at 
his home, said he diagnosed his daugh- 
ter-in-law’s illness as gastritis. He 
would make no further comment on the 
case. 

“T have nothing to say until the result 
of the chemist’s investigation has been 
announced,”’ he said. ‘‘Then I will make 
a formal statement.”

Mutsuhito, the 12ist Emperor of Japan, 
was born at Kioto, Nov, 3, 1852, and was 
declared heir apparent in 1860, seven 
years before his father’s death. His 
main object has been to lift Japan out 
of its ancient traditions and to institute 
progressive policies. Two important 
Wars were carried to a successful out- 
come in his reign, the conflict with 
China and the more recent war with 
Russia. He married Haruko Feb. 9, 
1869, and they had three sons and one 
daughter. 

The Emperor of Japan had been the 
ruler of his country for 48 years, a peri- 
od during which the empire made re- 
markable industrial and political prog- 
ress. 

One attempt against the life of His 
Majesty was made, This was in 1911. 
lt was charged that the men concerned 
in the plot were Socialists, but afterward 
it Was shown that they were anarchists. 
Twelve of the convicted conspirators 
were executed and a number of others 
were sentenced to imprisonment. 

The Emperor was not, as is popularly 
supposed, the son of the Dowager Em- 
press, who died in 1897. His mother was 
a concubine of the Emperor Komi, It 
should, however, be remembered in this 
connection that the so-valled ‘“hand- 
maid’’ system is countenanced in Japan, 
and that the position of the Emperor's 
mother in his family was a perfectly 
respectable one from a close viewpoint.

Repeatedly he has denounced his wife 
and declared she shot him for a $27,000 
life insurance policy taken out at her 
request. 
Within two.months after the death of 
Mrs. Grace’s first husband, a wealthy 
Philadelphian, named Opie, she married 
Grace. hs 
They came to Atlanta to live. With 
money Mrs. Grace claims she furnished, 
Grace set himself up in business as a 
building contractor and was so engaged 
when the shooting took place. 


Lavishes $15,000 on Him. 
Mrs. Grace has declared from the first 
that her husband is dearer to her than 
life. She has not been allowed to see 
him since he declared to her that he 
believed she shot him when he was 
asleep. 
She brooded over the accusation and 
wept and prayed, but he continued to 
denounce her, and finally she collapsed 
and a physician and a trained nurse 
were called. The care-free Quaker- 
Dutch girl, a choir singer in the Luther-’ 
an Church at Lebanon, Pa., where she 
was reared, became apparently a fheart- 
broken wife expecting to become a 
mother, accused of attempting to kill the 
man she loved, as she said, and dis- 
owned by the poor but fine looking hus- 
band upon whom she had lavished some 
$15,000 within a few months. 
There is no direct evidence against 
Mrs. Grace, only circumstantial evi- 
dence. Her husband’s statement ac- 
cusing her was expected at first .to play 
some part in the trial, but in Georgia the 
code forbids the husband testifying 
against the wife in any case, and in a 
test case recently the Supreme Court 
sustained the code. Since that decision 
a special bill amending the code so as 
te allow a husband to testify against his 
wife has been fntroduced in the Legisla- 
ture by Representative Harre!! of Stew- 
art County. Although he denied that 
his bill was aimed at Mrs. Grace many 
believe that it was introduced for this 
specifie case. The House amended it. 
however, so that it does not affect the 
present case.

Mrs. May C. Johnston of Fern Glen 
was ordered Monday by Probate Judge 
Shackelford of Clayton to make a final 
settlement of the Annie Furstenberg 
estate, consisting principally of $10,000, 
which has been in the hands of Mrs.

When Annie Furstenberg was de- 
clared to be of unsound mind and com- 
mitted to St. Vincent’s Sanitarium, 
Johnston was made administrator of 
the estate under a $16,000 bond, signed 
by Fred Essen, Arthur Mittelberg, a 
St. Louis real estate man, and Peter 
Kerth of Mehlville, a former Sheriff of 
the county. It was at the request of 
the bondsmen, Essen said, that Mrs. 
Johnston recently asked for an inquiry 
into her husband’s mental condition. 

Mrs. Johnston was directed to sur- 
render the estate within 20 days to Cir- 
cult Clerk Wolff, who was appointed ad- 
ministrator to succeed Johnston. Wolff's 
bond was placed at $500 and was signed 
by his brother, George W. Wolff, who 
formerly was Probate Judge, and David 
Schmid, cashier of the St. Louis County 
Bank. F 

Johnston’s appointment came from 
Probate Judge Mills, wiio now is Prose- 
cuting Attorney of the county. John- 
ston’s last report was ( ed Dec. 11, 1911, 
and showed that the\estate included 
more than $10,000. His bontamen, Judge 
Shackelford said, must be eld respon- 
sible if any Ssangtement as developed 
in the estate since then 

George L. Corlis, a St.\Louis attorney, 
was at Clayton when e order was is- 
sued.

Woman and Children Flee From

Honor Graduate Uses Sxty Cquare Inches of 
Space to Tell of Love for Girl He Had Been 
Forbidden to Visit—Bombards Home With 

, Notes and Police Take Him

PHILADELPHIA, July 29.—Emman- 
uel Abraham Lippman, who was con- 
sidered one of the most brilliant young 
men ever graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, is a prisoner in 
the Philadelphia Hospital following his 
bombardment of the home of his sweet- 
heart with love notes, following an 
{ardent courtship carried on through ad- 
vertisements in newspapers. 

1 The last advertisement, taking 60 
square inches of space, appeared in the 
local newspapers Sunday. This did not 
have the desired effect, so Lippman 
went to the home of Miss Edith M. Si- 
mon and started to sow love notes 
over the fence. 

Miss Simon, 18 years old, is the daugh- 
ter of a wealthy contractor. She has 
been acquainted with Lippman for sev- 
eral months. The young man declared 
they are ‘engaged, and that he wished 
tu have an “intellectual marriage” with 
her immediately. She denies the en- 
gagement, but asserts that had it not 
been for her father she might have 
married him. 


Notes Fail to Get Response. 
After Lippman had thrown note after 


note over the front hedge, he printed 
a big sign reading “Edith, I love you, 
why don’t you answer?’ 

This angered the father and he or- 
dered Lippman away. The youth re- 
fused to gq and a policeman took him 
to the nearest station house. From there 
he was taken to the Philadelphia Hos- 
pital, where it was declared he was 
suffering from mental exhaustion and 
lack of nourishment. 

Lippman was graduated from the unl- 
versity as honor man of the class of 
1910. He worked his way through col- 
lege. Following his graduation, at the 
age of 26, he studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He entered the of- 
fice of Eugene Raymond, where he met 
Miss Simon. He renounced the Jewish 
faith on her account. 

Last Thursday he appeared at the of- 


peg of a local newspaper with ‘“‘copy’’ 
for a page advertisement. The wording 
was so remarkable that it was rejected. 

Later he revised the copy and published 
the 60-inch advertisement. 

In it he said in part:. 

Substance of Advertisement, 

“Ordinarily to mention personal mat- 
ters such as marriage in an advertise- 
ment, would be improper. But the writer 
has been forbidden to write letters to 
her. He therefore must avail himself 
of the newspapers as a substitute.’’ 

Lippman wrote a pamphlet entitled 
“The Corelation of Christianity, Juda- 
ism and Darwinism, or the Ascent of 
Man, by a Jewish Christian, Late an 
Atheist.” 

He said in one of his advertisements: 

“The writer has promised to send 
‘her’ the first copy of this work. He 
las been threatened with arrest and 
imprisonment if he does so, by persons 
who belleve in maintaining barriers be- 
tween Jews and Christians. But the 
writer is determined to send ‘her’ the 
first copy, though he hang for it.’’ 

After referring to the threat to ar- 
rest him for sending a first copy of 
his work to “her,’’ the advertisement 
read: ‘‘The work is earnestly recom- 
mended to persons contemplating mat- 
rimony, suicide or divorce. Also _ to 
Sunday school teachers, irrespective of 
creeds, Christian Scientists and _ to 
Christians, Jews, sincere nonbelievers 
and to free Americans and American 
citizens and citizenesses.’’ 

Cost “100 Lincoln Pennies.” 

The price of the work the advertise- 
ment places at “One hundred Lincoln 
pennies.”’ 

In the advertisement in bold type is 

a headline entitled ‘“‘The coming of 
Portia. Portia’s declaration of inde- 
pendence for wives. Her declaration 
of principles.” 
Lippman intended to infer that Miss 
Simon was to be the Portia whose mis- 
sion it would be to reconcile Chris- 
tianity and Judaism.

Holdings in Company. 
Matt G. Reynolds presented the open- 


ing argument for Tilford. His associ- 
ate attorneys are Henry N. Kirby and 
Benjamin Schnurmecher. The Waters 
Pierce interests are represented by F. 
N. Judson, Henry S. Priest and John 
D. Johnson, 

Tilford acquired his 17 shares of Wa- 
ters Pierce stock, Reynolds said, in De- 
cember, after the United States Supreme 
Court had ordered the dissolution of 
the Oil Trust. Before that the Stan- 
dard Oil interests controlled 2750 of the 
4000 shares of Waters-Pierce stock, or 
67 per cent, according to the attorney, 


while Pierce held 1260 shares or 33 1-3 
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Session of Shares. 
Tilford had possession of his 17 shares 


more than 80 days before the annual 
election of directors, Reynolds continued, 
and wished to vote them as part of a 
group of 2080 shares for a Board of Di-

Later, he said, Pierce had 
another appraisal made which showed 
the value to be $1,500,000 and actually 
took over contfol of this property by 
paying $173,000 less than agreed as the 
purchase price. 


$3,000,000 as Security 
Pierce was able, Reynolds "aaed, by 


his control of the officials of the oom- 
pany, to hold up payment of $670,000 on 
account of some claims against the 
company in Texas. He demanded a 
bond to secure himself against those 
claims and took as security $3,000,000 
of gold notes of the Waters Pierce Co., 
the attorney said. 

Following the transaction, Reynolds 
eaid, Pierce wrote to the auditor of the 
Waters Pierce Oil Co., instructing him 
to give Pierce a credit of $87,000 on the 
Texas deal. The auditor did not give 
him this credit, but did give him a 
eredit for $61,000 to which he was not 
entitled, he said. 

These facts and the seisure of the 
corporation by Henry Clay Pierce jus- 
tified the demand of Tilford and others 
for a temporary injunction, Reynolds 
said. 


Refinery Taken Over. 
He then took up the case of the Mus- 


nogee Refining Co. and said that the 
Pierce-Fordyce Oil Association made a 
contract to take Over all of the output 
of the Muskogee refinery. The Muskogee 
Refining Co., he said, having sold its 
output, had no further use for its sales 
and distributing plants. Pierce required 
the Waters Pierce Oil Co. to take over 
the Muskogee distributing plant, though 
the Waters Pierce Co. had no use for 
the property, which Was merely a dupli- 
cation of property which the Waters 
Pierce Co. already owned, he said, 

The Waters Pierce company has thus 
made to stand responsible for the debts 
of the Pierce-Fordyce Oil Association 
to the Muskogee refinery, he declared.

The Mexican’ F.21 Co., Reynolds said, 
was financed by the Waters Pierce Oil 
Co., but Pierce was at its head. If it 
was sucdessful Pierce would have re- 
ceived the benefits.

The only defense of Pierce and his 
associates, Reynolds said, was that by 
controlling the Waters Pierce Oil Co. 
the Standard Oil Co. was attempting to 
perpetuate the trust which had been 
dissolved by the United States Su- 
preme Court. This, he said, was no 
real defense and the stockholders who 
had been denied their rights should 
have those rights restored. 

“We don’t want to stop this company 
from operating and making money,” 
said Reynolds.

Apparently the contest for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor of Missouri has nar- 
rowed down to two candidates, William 8S. Cow- 
herd and Elliott W..Major. One or the other of 
these two will be the nominee. 

The importance of a wise choice for the gov- 
ernorship, not only for the Democratic party, 
which confronts a great opportunity to regain the 
Stato, but for the State, which needs a capable, 
broad, Mberal executive, cannot be overstated. 

A comparison of the records, abilities, stand- 
ards of official conduct and achievements of the 
two men point conclusively to Mr. Cowherd as the 
better choice. 

In the office of Attortiey-General Mr. Major has 
fallen far short ef the: measure of the public man 
required for the office of Governor. 

Unlike Gov. Hadley, owho as Attorney-General 
co-operated vigorously and harmoniously with a 
Governor of the opposing party for the public wel- 
fare, Mr. Major has opposed and hampered Gov. 
Hadley at every point. His apparent purpose has 
been to make political capital rather than to 
serve the people. He has played the part of the 
pettifogging politician instead of the efficient pub- 
lic servant. | 

His tax record as a member of the State Board 
of Equalization and his subsequent plea for sup- 
port on the ground that he sustained gross dis- 
crimination in taxation is sufficient cause for his 
rejection at the primaries and might, in the event 
of his nomination, go far toward defeating the 
party in the election. 

Mr. Major pleads that he has kept down taxa- 
tion on the farms, but in fact he has sustained 
gross discrimination not only »etween country 
and city, but between counties, between farms, 
between villages, between individual] taxpayers, 
between rich and poor. 

On account of the discrimination he helped to 
sustain millions of dollars’ worth of wealth— 
personal property, franchises, intangible riches, 
corporate wealth—has escaped taxation. Farms 
and homes have suffered a heavy tax rate. St.

Symphony Orchestre Suggestion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The City of Berlin,. according to a notice in 
“The Nation” of July 18, has granted the local 
Philharmonic Orchestra an annual subsidy of 
$15,000. The fact tn itself carries no element 
of novelty, since municipal assistance is custom- 
arily extended to theaters, operas, and high- 
class orchestral organizations in Germany, where 
the fostering of the popular capacity for the 
enjoyment of art has even been counted among 
the obligations of ciyil authority. he innova- 
tion in the present case consists {n the condi- 
tion imposed upon the orchestra thus subsidised 
out of public funds.’ This condition provides that 
the orchestra shall give, during the summer, 
85 popular concerts for an admission price of 
only 7 cents to each. The concerts are to take 
place in different parts of the city. 

A schedule like this which should manifestly 
not be placed in the same category with “pops,” 
band concerts in the parks, and the free orches- 
tral concerts inaugurated in certain cities 
by suburban transportation lines for the benefit 
of the traffic; has never, to my knowledge been 
attempted in this country. There are many ob- 
vious reasons, why it should be deemed worthy 
of consideration by the municipal authorities of 
St. Louis as well as b ythe Board of Managers of 
our Symphony Society. Anything ‘that would 
return this prosperous and progressive city to a 
marked position upon the musical map of Amer- 
ica—from which it is at present practically ob- 
literated—should meet with the enthusiastic 
support. of the entire population.

Full Use of Public Buildings. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Miss Rumbold is quite right in her assertions 
that the people get a very poor return out of 
the school buildings, compared with the cost of 
building and maintaining them. It shows a lack 
of thrift and financial carelessness. 

But when we compare the school building uses 
with the uses we derive from another class of 
public or at least quasi-public buildings we will 
find that the school houses are not the only, 
and by no means the worst financiay mismanage- 
ment of our community. Take for instance 
the churches: as a matter of fact they are 
erected and maintained by popular donations and 
subscriptions. And how much use do we actu- 
ally derive from them? ‘Why, we have churches 
or temples, as you might call them, right in our 
city erected at the enormous cost of a quarter of 
a million dollars or more; and maintained at the 
fabulous expenses of fifty thousand dollars a 
year, and what are the returns for such gigantic 
bulks of money? Open some 86 Sundays out of 
52 for the brief period of two hours or 80 every 
Sunday! If this is not the most shameful waste 
what on this globe could be worse? Bepecially 
when we bear in mind, how many needy we could 
help, with the sums of money buried in these 
structures, or how many lives we could save by 
giving the poor unfortunates shelter in. these 
gorgeous edifices.

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_BILKING THE CONSTITUTION. 
From today’s New York World. 

It is true, as the Sun says, that when 
two more states have ratified the pend- 
ing amendment, “An income tax will 
be constitutional.” It is true also that 
the Senate has passed the House bill 
for an excise tax on individual and part- 
nership incomes in excess of $6000. But 
is it true that this ‘‘bilks and evades the 
Constitution?” 

President Taft evidently does not 
think so, for he has expressed a belief 
that an amendment was not necessary to 
secure such a tax, and his corporation 
income tax law which has been sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court reflects 
the reason for that belief. 

The Court itself may not think so, for 
it significantly said in the five-to-four 
decision invalidating the income-tax law 
of 1884 that: 

“We have not commented on so much 
of it as bears on gains or profits from 
business, privileges or employments, in 
view of the instances in which taxation 
on business, privileges or employments 
has assumed the guise of an excise tax 
and been sustained as such.”’ 

As @ measure in the ‘‘guise’’ of an ex- 
ise tax” or in disguise of an income tax, 
the pending bill seems to have high 
authority for not bilking and evading the 
Constitution.

The apologists of an over-developed 
Gemocracy are never tired of asserting 
that the working man may not be able to 
grasp the great problems of state, but 
that he quite clearly understands ques- 
tions which directly affect his ‘welfare. 
We are told that in respect to his per- 
sonal affairs and his trade he is a very 
intelligent person and can reach ration- 
al conclusions as well as more highly 
endowed citizens. But apologists are al- 
ways knocking their heads against the 
adamantine wall of truth, for truth needs 
no apology. If it was true that the work- 
ing classes, either in virtue of their - 
soning capacity or of infallible instinc?, 
were really capable of understanding their 
own necessities and of seeing clearly even 
the immediate consequences to themselves 
of any given course of action, it might be. 
admitted that government by a widened 
democracy has some degree of justifica- 
tion. But the conduct of the Labor party 
in Parliament and of the agitators and 
discontented workmen outside only too 
clearly shows that the leadership of ‘the 
working classes is incompetent and that 
the rank and file have no understanding. 
Where under any conceivable circum- 
stances could such an army survive for an 
hour except in a democracy already tot- 
tering to ita fall?

_ been designated. has carried its people 
through insuperable ignorance, blind pas- 
sion, widening corruption, and incompe- 
tent leadership to disaster in war and de- 
struction at home. The disastrous defeats 
at Trasimene Lake, at Cannae, at Byzan- 
tum and at Chios, were due to the 
blundera of popular ‘“‘favorites,”’ while 
the devotion to duty and patriotism 
to country which carried Rome through | 
the critical periods of the Hannibalic 
wars, and saved other nations in the hour 
of their need, emanated from the nobil- 
ity. It was the understanding and the 
courage of an oligarchy, not the clamors 
of a chaotic democracy, which saved Ven, 
ice from destruction when her lagoons 
were filled by the fleet of the Genoese. 
We are too apt, in these tumultuous and 
restiess times, to forget the lessons of 
history and to. heed too carelessly the 
ertifices of ignorant and self-seeking 
Gemagogues, Who only too succéssfully in- 
cite the credulous and foolish masses 
against their traditional and competent 
leaders. .

A most spectacular example. of the 


icine is the solution of the yellow-fever 
problem, saving millions of dollars in 
southern commerce, and eliminating the 
costly and often brutal quarantine. A 
Havana physician, Carlos Finlay,’ had 
stubbornly maintained that the germ 
of this disease was communicated to 
man only by the bite of mosquitoes. 
To prove this, during the American oc- 
cupation of Cuba, the Yellow Fever 
Commission, composed of Drs. Walter 
teed, James Carroll, Jesse W. Lazear, 
and Aristides Agramonte, compared the 
resufts of definite contact with yellow 
fever patients’ clothes and discharges 
with those of bites by mosquitoes which 
had previously bitten yellow fever pa- 
tients. Volunteers submitted themselves 
to the experiments. No one contracted 
the disease except from the bite of a 
mosquito. This heroic test formed the 
basis for the new method of dealing 
with the disease, and it has been al- 
most abolished. 

The germ theory has enabled us to 
establish two lines of defense against 
disease, one inside and the other out- 
side the body. Our first effort is nat- 
urally by cleanliness and care to avoid 
admitting these tiny enemies in such 
numbers that they can carry the body’s 
Suppose, however, that the sen- 
tries have been unequal to their duty 
or the portals too numerous to be guard- 
ed; must the day be lost? By no means: 
where we cannot absolutely prevent 
infection we can increase the body’s 
resistance to disease. 


It seems that the animal body tends 
to cure a germ disease by creating a 
substance antagonistic to the germs. 
It was most natural, therefore, to at- 
tempt not only to increase this stb- 
stance and thereby“hasten recovery, but 
also to cause an artificial, immunity 
in @ person who might later be ex- 
posed to the disease. To take a concrete 
instance: Typhoid is .caused in most 
cases by the drinking of water or milk 
contaminated with discharges’ from ty. 
phoid patients. Therefore, the first 
means rationally to be adopted against 
it is cleanliness In regard to food and 
drink. It is difficult, however, under 
some circumstances, to guard all ave- 
nues of possible infection. Soldjers on 
a campaign, for instance, are exposed 
to almost greater dangers from unclean-- 
liness than from bullets: thousands fn 
cur army were sick and hundreds died 
from typhoid fever during the Spanish- 
American War. That was before the 
éays of anti-typhold vaccination. About 
@ year ago, under conditions similar 
except that the men had been vaccinat- 
ed against typhoid, army maneuvers 
were held in Tervas. Two men con- 
tracted typhoid; none died.
